I 
remember the whole band disappearing when my mom walked across the 
floor downstairs. The BC-342 was an improvement. The choice of band 
was determined by the length of the peak of our roof. A 40m dipole 
was out of the question. 15m just fit. 


Yes, I haunted Arrow and, later, Lafayette. In Hempstead there was 
Alger Radio, a surplus dealer who actually came to my house once to 
see about purchasing some 2-meter equipment. He was arrested every 
year or two for selling stolen electronics. My 2-meter stuff was 
eventually purchased by an obviously down and out ham while his wife 
and kid shivered in the car outside in their threadbare clothes. 


There was also a surplus guy operating for a while out of a shack on 
the south side of Jericho Turnpike on the way to Lafayette. Piles of 
great stuff, looking back. In those days of AM I remember his famous 
line when trying to sell us kids some military FM gear: "Just cut out 
the discriminator with a toggle switch!". 


I belonged to an Explorer Scout squadron on Mitchel Field that was 
dedicated to radio. Paradise for all us radio wackos! Piles and 

piles of NIB command sets, tuning units and a TBL as the squadron 

transmitter. Got my ticket through the training classes there and 
also my first airplane ride in a C-47.

I fix many radios from the 30's every year, and the damage they sustained 
over 6 decade is almost never from heat.. it is from dirt and moisture and 
time itself. Radios from the 40's and early 50's are no different. 


You can make a plug in repalcement, and they have even been commercially 
manufactured... bth they must have the equalizing resisitors... and most of 
the home brew ones I have seen are fried... which gets fixed in my shop by 
using the correct and original replacement TUBE. 


The more stuff that get modified.. the more valuable and rare the original 
stuff becomes... and my experience is that the modified stuff usually works 
worse than the original...( with the exception of tailoring audio response 
in audio amps manay of which were purposely narrowed either for 
transmitting "talk power" or in home recievers to reduce static 


annoyance).

The York PA Hamfest was held on the 16th and 17th of August. Saturday 
was hot and the crowd was good. Sunday was cooler and the attendance was 
not so good. 


The highlight of the hamfest was the GB-4 Glide Bomb 

demonstration set up by Floyd Jury (W30LV). The setup consisted of a 
CFNO59-AAE of ATJ or ATK TV camera (called a conversion unit for 
secrecy), a T-61/AXT-2 Transmitter (100 to 200 MHz), a R-68/AXR-1 
Receiver, a dynamotor for ATJ or ATK, and a ID-66/AXR-1 monitor. The TV 
camera used a 1846 Iconoscope with 405 lines resolution. The 
demonstration showed a live picture from this WWII vintage TV equipment 
made by RCA. The TV camera was mounted in a remote piloted glider for 
guiding a bomb to a target remotely. The WWII Glide Bomb Television 
display was amazing.
